complete removal of these tonsils usually give satisfactory results. Carriers

As the recent calamity up north 
was not the result of one big fre, but 
rather a handred fires that had been 
smouldering for weeks, lookout tow- 
ers—many of them—to detect these 
Gres from the highest hills in the 
clay belt, must be erected, especially 
along the lines of railway. They 
must be connected by a telephone 
system—not wires that are always 
out of business from falling trees 
and other causes—but by a system 
of wireless telephony that has recent- 
ly been perfected for distances of 
fifty miles. It Is suMicicntly com- 
pact for 2 ranger to carry the ap- 
paratus In his knapsack, and set his 
instrument either to the same ten- 
alon as that of the adjacent towers, 
or that of other dre rangers whom he 
may wish to notify.

No settler’s fire or 
other fire must be started without a 
permit from the ranger, who will in- 
westigute the surroundings on the 
ground. With a chart of the town- 
sbip in front of him® the ranger 
could from the lookout tower and 
from known landmarks on, flags at 
the corners of the townsbips locate 
any Ore as soon as smoke appeared. 
Throughout the “settlement —sec- 
tions’ the rangers should be equip- 
ped with ponies to ride out in the 
evenings and notify the settler or

Our worthy contemporary, The 
Montreal Gazette, defends the In- 
ternational Nickel’ Company’s policy 
of maintaining ‘its chief refinery for 
Canadian ores, and expending the 
bulk of its seve in the United 
States. 

The .Gazette’s plea will receive 
very little sympathy from ‘the press 


ance for somé years has ‘been the 
competition they have had to meet 
from the big. dailies, which sold in 
their, home, centres at $3 to $5 a 
year, but outside of ‘Montreal .To- 
ronto and Winnipeg, subscriptions 
were usually $1 a year. The papers 
in. these centres have subsidies, 
sources of revenue and influences 
at their back not available to oth¢r 
dailies and weeklics. It transpires 
that one big daily, which took sub- 
scriptions as low as 50c a year was 
linked with, if not really controlled, 
or actually owned by the Interna- 
tional Nickel Company. With such 
tremendous resources at its back the 
fifty cent rate’ is easily explained 

We cannot understand the Ga- 
zette hurrying to the defence of the 
Nickel Co. policy of manufacturing 
in the United States. The Gazette 
stood with the Financial Post in 
opposing that part of the Fielding 
Taft treaty which would lead to the 
milling of our wheat in the United 
States. 

The Gazette would compel the 
grinding of Canadian wheat in Can- 
adian mills. Then why argue for 
the opposite policy in the case of 
nickel ore. We hope to have The 
Gazette revise its views’ and sup- 
port our policy ‘of eventually com- 
pelling the manufacture here of all 
raw materials of which we have a 
monopoly or near monopoly like 


“nickle, paper, flour, asbestos, and 


many, other natural products. 

The Gazette concludes :—**Can- 
ada’s use alone would not keep a 
smelter going. The metal was like 
any other mechandise, like copper 
or iron ore, or wheat, or cotton, or 
any of a hundred articles that are 
used for military services, but that 
find their great usefulness in the 
arts and purposes of peace. With 


* sqme at feast the problem scems to 


be to prevent the restoration of this 
simple and natural order after the 
war. There is’no practicable or 
desirable way of gaining such an 
end.

My old friend Caddick was killed 
with a shell . He lived on 26 Earl 
Street. I was: thinking abO—t writing 
to his wife and let her know, but she 
will find it out before.my letter gets 
there, but it might give her more 
courage if-I told her how he was kill- 
ed, and buried with honors. 

‘I have not’ been touched yet, and I 
am feeling fine, and 1 hope these few 
lines will find you the same. I have 
not much news to tell you. We gota 
few new helmets and I thought I 
would ‘take one out with me. 1 was 
using a German rifle when I was on 
guard, and was shooting Germans 
with their own rifles. I would like to 
sen‘ Joy one of the rifles, but it would 
never get home, so I had to leave it. 
They had lots of bottled drinks and ci- 
gars in the trenches, and we had some 
time smoking their cigars.

‘SPECIAL POSTAL ‘DELIVERY 

“The one. suggestion which the 
Mohtreal Journal of. Commerce 
would offer,” in commenting favor- 
ably. upon the efficiency of the Feder 
al Post Office Department—a sug- 
gestion with Which we cyte agrec— 
is the necessity of effecting an inter- 
hational ‘special delivery service, 
that the addrestes in the: United 
States amy receive his’ message at 
the earliest possible hour. Under 
the present system the special de- 
livery stamp attached to a letter 
posted in the United States, ad- 
dressed to a person in Canada, se- 
cures no advantage when the letter 
reaches the place of its destination. 
The letter is treated precisely as a 


“ letter not so specially prepared. The 


same. condition is found in thé/re- 


+ verse operation. The Canadian cor- 


respondent who puts a special de- 
livery stamp on a Setter addressed 
to an American city wastes his mon- 
ey. There is no special delivery un- 
der such circumstances. It should 
be possible to make an arrangement 
with the United States Post Office 
Department for an exchange of spe- 
Cial delivery facilities . There is, of 
course, a special. delivery-connected 
with such delivery. The ten cents 
paid on the Ietter posted in the 
United States goes into the Ameri- 
can treasury. Canada receives no 
part of it, yet Canada has to pay 
the cost of delivery to the Canadian 
citizen. This might be an argument 
against the suggestion if it could be 
assumed that correspondence cl 
this kind would be one-sided. But 
surely such an assumption would be 
unwarranted. In the case of the 
ordinary delivery, letters posted in 
the United States, addressed to 
Canada, pay a tribute of two cents 
to the American treasury, while the 
Canadian Post Office has to pay the 
expense of delivery in Canada. 
This, however, is not deemed a bur- 
den, because the United States 
postal authorities reciprocate by de- 
livering fetters from Canada on 
which they have received no post- 
age. Why will not the same rea- 
son apply to the case of special de- 
livery fetters? The . subject is 
worthy of the attention of the Post 
Office Departments of both. coun- 
tries. A reciprocal handling of spe- 
cial delivery letters.is much ‘to be 
désired and there does not seem to 
be any good reason aaginst it.

mated cost of the Quebos brids> be- 
fore the disaster was $17,000,000. 
The first bridge was cstimated to cost 
$7,000,000, and was of = tota! vefg'it 
of 33,000 tons. <A property loss of 
$1,500,000 was suffercd, The second 
bridge should havo weighed 20,009 
tons with a length of 3,229 feet. ‘The 
figures show how muca undercsti- 
mated the undertaking was from the 
Arst. 

The ‘story of the finazc 
bridge work is one of efssitude. 
When the first Qzobec ed Com- 
pany was formed with i ia hien doi- 
bended by M .N, Pare 
ent,‘aficznazds Msyor of Quabee and 
Premier cf the Province, the raliway 
subsidy act 0: 1899 granied an addi. 
tlonal $1,000,000 to ‘the company; 
which was soo: recrganized as tho 
Quebec Teruainal & Railway Com- 
pany. Evcn then the total capital 
was regarded an not sufficient for so 
Vast an undertaking, No direc: con- 
trol was mainizincd by the Govern- 
ment on (he conzi.v:.ion or affairs.

passengers. Subsidy payments were 
made of $374,353 up to about a year 
before the first accident. There was 
a re-shuwle of the company, which 
amount<d to the company having full 
charge of construction, expenditure, 
and financial operations, with tho 
Government standing behind as guar- 
antor for the bonds of the company, 
but minus direct control or responsl- 
bility for detailed operations, That 
was the position when the disaster of 
1907 took place. 

+Mr. Collingwood sichrelber in. 1903 
had recommended that as the Gory 
ernment wa; paying a jarge subsidy 
they should appoint a co:npetent en- 
gineer to inzsoct the . bridge’ from 
time to time in erder'te see that it 
was being erected accovding. to the 
‘approred plans.

Later another change took place. 
A Commission was appointed, In 
whose hands was placed the mam- 
moth undertakirg. The commission 
named was composed of H. FE. Yauta- 
let, Chairman; of Montreal; Ralph 
Modjeski, Chicago, and Maurice Fits 
maurice, Chief Engineer of the 
County Council of London, England. 
Mr. Fitzmaurice resigned and Chas. 
McDonald, formerly of Gananoque, 
Ont., but for many years one of the 
leading bridge engincers of tte 
United States, was induced to go on 
the board until such time as a con- 
tract had been signed. 

Tenders’ were received from one 
company in Germany, one in Eng- 
land, two in the United States, and 
from the St. Lawrence Bridge Com- 
pany, ibe last named being a union 
of two strong Canadian companies. 
The contract was finally let to the 
St. Lawrence Bridge Company for 
the superstructure on April 4, 1911; 
that for the substructure having 
been Iet to M. P, Davis on January 
10, 1910. C, N. Monsarrat became 
Chairman and Chief Engineer of the 
Bridge Commission, and Mr. McDon- 
ald was succeeded by C. C. Schnolider 
of New York. The engineering staff 
heads were Phelps Jobnston and 
George H. Duggan of Montreal. 

Primarily the bridge was to have 
carried the , Transcontinental Rall- 
eway (as the N. T. R. is now. termed 
officially), and its unique valuo lay 
in the strategic position well up the 
St. Lawrence, fn addition to being a 
Mnk from shore to shore of tho river, 
i making it possible to run from Van- 
i couver to St. John or Halifax on an 

alternative all-Cansdian route with- 
out breaking bulk or transhipment. 
During tho building a powerful: ferry 
hes NHnked both sides of the river. 
The ‘ railway companies which will 
eventually use the bridge are: the C. 
P. R., the Grand Trunz, the Inter- 
colonial (Government), the Quebec 
Central, the Canadian Northern, the

WOOL SITUATION 1S ODD. 





Requirements Hare Brought About a 
Strange State of Affairs, 


It is Just being realized In Canada 
that woollen goods are being actually 
consumed—going out of existence, 
so to speak—more rapidly under 
present war conditions than in nor- 
mal times. Some millions of men 
-on active service are being fitted out 
with woollen garments of a quality 
that hitherto has not been found on 
their backd. If they had been’ acecus- 
‘tomed to wear them, the weargand

war service. At present jobbing 
houses not only find st dificult t6 ob.

It ia 
obvious, however, that, in view of 
the high price of raw material, the 
continuous advance in wages, and 
the scarcity of woollens, the price of 
garments will advance, 





To Weed Out Unfit, 

New regulations are being provid- 
ed for ensuring the fitness of men 
accepted for service in the expedi- 
tlonary force. Recruiting officers 
are to be required to make certain 
that men entering the force are with- 
in the: age Hmits, and medical of- 
cers will also be called upon to exer- 
clse great care against the admission 
of unfit men. ~A recruit will be.ex- 
amined first by the local medical om. 
cer at the place of enlistment, and 
on reaching the mobilizatioh centre 
ho will be re-examined by a medical 
board, after he Is finally attached for 
overseas service.. “If there is any 
doubt’ as to his’ condition, he. may be 
re-examined on request by the medl- 
cal officer. 

Steps are being taken also to keep 
some sort of record of men rejected 
for unfitness, probably ‘by obtaining 
from such men signed cards, certify- 
ing to their rejection. This is for the 
purpose of preventing men once re- 
Jected from applying at other places,

ARRAY OF MINERALS, 





Province of Ontario's Exhibit Ghowe 
ed Some Striking Facts. 


The fame of the minerals of On- 
tario has Increased so greatly [In re- 
cent: years that the exhibit ™S the 
Bureau of Mines {n the Govefament 
Building at theaToronto Exbibition 
had very special interest’ for every 
patron of the exhibitfon. There were 
scen products ‘from the richest min- 
ing lansd in the world that indicate 
something of the wondérful natural 
resources of the banner province of 
Canada. In the central booth stood 
a safe that contained: gold ore valued 
at $10,000." This ore is regarded as 
some of the richest specimens ‘ever 
discovered in Ontario, ‘having heen 
taken from the Croesus gold nrine, 
Munro township, and it Is the pro- 
porty of the Government. Another 
interesting specimen standing at the 
west side of the exhibit was a large 
piece of ore which was taken from 
the bed of Kerr Lake, Cobalt, after 
the water had been pumped out. It 
was cut from a large vein that was 
found after the draining of the rich 
lake. Nearby on another stand were 
two large pieces of native allver 
that are valued at $5,000. 

While these are a few of the ex- 
traordinary features, the details of 
the exhibit bear careful examina- 
tion. Among the cases of silver were 
samples of ores from mines like the 
Timiskaming, Trethway, Crown Re- 
serve, Beaver, and the Nipissing. In 
the Conlagas exhibit of the bre and 
smelter products was a sample of 
their metallic arsenic, and there was 
2B very fine collection of proddcts 
from Cobalt ores displayed by the 
Delora Smelting and Refiaing Com- 
pany, 

The exbibit of gold ores was a 
very fine one, and in the case con- 
taining the ores were shown the 
terials used for the extraction ef 
the gold. © There were some rich 
samples also on view. Among-the 
mines that contributed to this display 
of rich minerals were the Porcupine 
Crown,.Dome and Hollinger, from all 
of which have come both gold and 
rocks. The little gold brick from the 

Porcupine: mine was'found especially 

inygresting by the lay visitor. 

ere was a case of nickel, the 
much discussed mineral of which 
eighty per cent. of the world’s supply 
comes front Ontario. In the same 
case were samples of ‘copper from 
Sudbury. The iron pyrites ahown 
by the Algoma Steel Company is the 
mineral from which sulphuric acid Is 
manufactured. Among the less well 
known minerals shown are corin- 
gam: graphite, and barite, The 
bamples of the last named from the 
Premier’ Langmuir mines were ‘re- 
markable for the native allver fn it. 
One case contained feldspar, used for 
Producing the glaze. in pottery. 
Chemists are-now working on & pro- 
cess to sécure potash from thisvate 
tractive-looking mineral..There were 
also a number of-samples of gypsum, 
mica, ad a little peat, as well an salt 
from the brine wells on the:nhorea of

It appears that on Sunday morning 
between “the hours of 8 and 9 o'clock, 
‘Mr. Palmer owner of the car, and who 
was driving same, left Cannifton to 
visit friends'in Madoc Township. He 
was accompanied by his wife, and four 
other persons namely; Mr. and Mra. 
Ryan Kellar, of Cannifton, Mra. Steph- 
en Smith, of Belleville, mother of Mrs, 
Kellar, and a young aon of Mrs. Kell- 
ar. All went well until near the com- 
pletion of the journey. About two and 
a half miles east of Madoc on the 
Tweed road, there is a hill which is 
quite steep. They were descending 
this hill when the unfortunate accident 
occurred. At the foot of the hill the 
main travelled’ road takes a decided 
turn to the left and there wae where 
the trouble occurred. From some 
cause the auto swerved off from the 
right and run up against an embank- 
ment, resulting in it turning turtle. 
Some of the occupants where thrown 
out, and whilst others including Mr. 
Palmer were beneath the wreck. Near 
by the accident was a residnce and 
from there help was secured. 


When rescued from beneath the car 
i¢ was apparent that Mr. Palmer had 
been seferely injured as he was unable 
to use the lower portion of hia b «ly. 
The other inmates of the car were able

Sir: A’cablegram from the Rey, 
Charles Mackscy, of the Gregorian 
University, Rome, announces that 
the cause. of the ‘beatification of 
Father Isaac Jogues has been intro- 
duced before the Congregation of 
Rites for definite consideration and 
settlement. 

Although the death of Father 
Jogues atthe hands of the Mohawk 
Indians occurred in 1652 on the site 
of the present. village of Auriesville, 
the cause of having him declared a 
martyr and worthy of the veneration 
of al! who hold ‘the Christian faith 
was not actually begun until the 
year 1903. Prior to that time con- 
siderable preparation was made by 
the conipilation of documents con- 
cerning Father Jogues © and. other 
missionaries who had labored with 
him, and who were put to death oy 
the Iroquois In Canada, Brebeuf, La- 
lemant, Daniel, and Garnier. Thé re- 
sult of these investigations was lald 
before a-tribunal of ecclesiastics:in

was the Iste General Clark, of Au- 
burn, who, though not a Catholic, 
Was most devoutly impressed by the 
life and sufferings of Father Jogues, 

The one who is now loking after

this country fs the Rev, John J. Scul- 
ly, located at Auriesville, N.Y., in 
charge of the shrine erected on the 
site of the martyrdom. 


To Extend Good Roads, 

The good roads propaganda in- 
stituted by the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Highways is to be extend- 
ed this fall to every county in On- 
tario that is not already participat- 
ing in the scheme. A circular out-

roads, what !t will cost the country, 
what his proportion is, and what the 
Province will do to help him. The ' 
illustrations are not given In per- 
centages, but In plain dollars and 
cents; for instance, the circular says 
that for every 60 cents the county 
contributes towards construction the 
Government will give 40 cents, Other 
tables illustrate that the cost 
Maintenance is not heavy in coun- 
ties where improved highways have 
been bullt,:while other readable in- 
formation conveys what {is required 
to have the roads bullt and kept in 
Proper condition. Hon, F, G, Mac- 
dlarmid, Minister of Public Works 
and Highways, bas a practical know- 
ledge of this subject and {s bringing 
to bear an exceptional organizing 
ability in order that the movement 
may be widespread over the Prov- 
ince and Its benefits enjoyed by 
every class of the community.

Heavy Losses in Cherry Orchard? 

The losses in Ontario cherry ore 
chards as a result of leaf spot are 
proving quite as great as indicated 
by special reports published — last 
summer. The disease began to be 
serious last season, and as a result 
over 1,400 young trees jn one Nor- 
folk county orchard and 400 in an- 
other orchard In Prince Edward 
county were dead this spring, while 
complaints of smaller losses were all 
too frequent. More will be found 
dead next spring. 

Mr. P. E. Angle of Norfolk county 
was able to control the disease with 
lime-sulphur spray. He sprayed with 
concentrated Hme-sulphur, testing 32 
degrees Baume, mixed one gallon of 
Iime-sulphur to nine gallons of water 
early in the season before the buds 


start, and rove 6 wl spraying,

HIS IS A DISEASE of a portion of the front part of the spinal cord. 
It occurs chiefly in young children of from two years to fourteen 
years, but may occur in adults. In Ontario we have occasional

muscles, Others ate vory mild with perhaps few or no symptoms beyond 
loss of uppetite, @ little rise of temperature and perhaps some vomiting, or 
there may be no symptoms to attract attention until the child shows some 
weakness In the legs or arms accompanied by some slight soreness, It is 
thought that the very mild cases, often unrecognized, are the ones which 
spread the disease. < .

Mr, 
Webb reports that Buenos Aires im- 
ports woollen cloth to the value of 
over $6,000,000 gold annually. 

The European war has greatly 
disrupted the business, and, accord- 
ing to Mr. Webb, Argentine merch- 
ants are open for new connections, 
The United States has given the 
market much attention, but a favor- 
aoblo market Is open for Canadians 
on many Jines, He says, in part: 
“Flannolettes, denims, drills, and 
brins aro imported for tha winter 
trade, and zepbyrs, prints, and fancy 
muslins for tho summer. Unbleach- 
ed (greys) are Imported oll the year 
round for cheap camp bedding, dust- 
ing cloths, etc. Bramantes are im- 
ported for sheeting. The largeat de- 
mand is for colored woven fabrics 
and printed calicoes, Tho local de- 
mand is for tasty patterns; now and 
constantly changing lines are want- 
ed, abd it is here that the Lanca- 
shire manufacturers astert them- 
sclves, 

“Woollen cloth tothe value of 
over $6,000,000 gold is imported 
annually. More than one-half of 
this quantity bas come from the 
United Kingdom, one-fifth from 
France, and one-fifth from Germany. 
The English cloth is generally sup- 
posed to be of the best quality, 
while the German articlo is usually 
an imitation of a British design. 
Quite good cloths have been coming 
from France. 

“Tweeds for men's and serges for 
women’s wear could probably be 
mude in Canada at prices sufficiently 
low to allow of competition in an 
epen market such as Buenos Aires 
provides. Broadcloths, Worcesters, 
and meltons are ali coming srom 
Yorkshire, and it is not likely tia:

IS THE CARRYING A FLASK 
ILLEGAL? 





This interesting point is to be 


tested before 2 Toronto Magis- 


trate. Forty-one persons appeared 


‘in the Police Court, charged with}~ 


having been intoxicated on Thanks- 
giving Day. Several of them had li- 
quor in’ théir possession when ar- 
rested, and the court is to be asked 
to'say whether or not the fact that 
they had liquor on. their persons 
in a flask constituted an_ in- 
fraction of the Ontario Temperance 
Act. This is an important point. 
The law. provided for the punish- 
ment of a man who has too much 
liquor, inside of him; does it go se 
far as to prevent him carrying it in 
his pocket in a flask where it can 
do no harm so long as it is kept 
there? Doubtful, Police Magistrate 
Denison, however, decided that 
. persons going on the street with 
whiskey in their possession violate 
the Ontario Temperance Act. 

In the case of Joseph Seaton, a 
Grand Trunk employe, one of the 
culprits who was arrested with a 
grip full of whiskey, led to the de- 
cision. When asked where he got 
the whiskey ‘he said at-home, that 
he was taking it to some soldiers. 

In the witness box Seaton stated 
that he had stolen the whiskey from 
a case in the Bathurst street freight 
shed where he was employed. The 
Grand Trunk detective, who was 
present, said no prosecution for 
theft was contemplated.

Flour and Fish Are the Two Largest 
of Canada's Exports. 

There {s no lack of evidence show- 
ing that Canadian millers rank high 
amongst Canadian industrials as 
showing enterprise in developing 
foreign business. The last weekly 
issue of the Trade and Commerco 
Bulletin contains at least one report 


from a Canadian official, which ind{-.; 


cates that {n Trinidad, 
West Indies which has a foreign 
trade of $45,000,000 annually, tho 
Canadian miller has taken the lead 
away from the United States in sup- 
plying that colony with four. 

The Maritime fishermen account 
for the next largest !tem on the list 
of Canadian exports to Trinidad, and 
if the value of their exports Is added 
to those of the millers there is little 
Jeft to be accounted for, although, 
the {sland imports many things tha{ 
canbe made in Canada at as low a 
cost as elsewhere. The exports to 
the Island exceed jn value those of 
1914 and 1913 by £93,640 and £162,- 
579, respectively. 4 

The exports to Canada of some of 
the leading staples fell off consider- 
ably, the decrease as compared with 
the previous year valuing £346,496, 
This was owing to the fact that the 
bulk of the year’s crop of sugar 
went to the United Kingdom.  Re- 
garding cocoa, the Collector of Cus- 
toms remarks that “in view of the 
very substantial preference given to 
West Indian cocoa under the prefer- 
ential agreement with Canada, the 
{ncrease in the quantity of this com- 
modity, taken from year to year, hus 
been disappointing, the largest ship- 
ment made so far amounting only to 
10,424,654 pounds for the year under 
review,” “ 

Trinidad’s chief exports are cocoa 
and sugar. Exports of the former 
were valued at £1,865,266 in 1915, 
and the latter at £1,070,423 in the 
same year, As in the case of Canads, 
the war has had a beneficial ‘effect 
upon the trade of the island, ~

Another popular young officer and 
resident of Belleville, haa made the 
supreme eacrifice for King and coun- 
try. The citizens of this city were on 
Sunday evening shocked when it be- 
came known that Capt. William H. 
Hudson had been killed in action, A 
telegram conveying the aad — intelli- 
gence was received here last even- 
ing by Mise Hattie Hudson, sister of 
the brave hero, which came from the 
Record Office, Ottawa. It was the 
usual telegrain sent out in such cases, 
eypressing rejret that Capt. Hudson 
had fallen in action. 

Capt. Hudson, who was a deserved: 
ly popular young jnan, was 2 years 
of'age. He was born at Roslin, Hast- 
ings County, being tue. only son of 
the late Mr. W. P. Hudson, who for 
sce yearn was the ~ representative 
from East Hastings in the Provincial 
legislature. Of late years the de- 
ceased had been conducting an insur- 
ance business in the city, and, was al- 
so Secretary Treasurer of the Belle- 
ville Cemetery Company. 

Capt. Hudson was prominent in 
Masonic circles, being a Past Master 
of The Belleville Lodge No. 123, and 
Registrar of King Baldwin Preceptory 
No 6. In social circles he was-also 
prominent, 

For a number of yeara Capt. Hud- 
son had been identified with the mili- 
fia, having risen from the rank of a 
Private to a Captain in the 15th Bat- 
talion, Arzyle Light Infantry. At the 
outbreak of the war he offered his ser- 
vices, and left Belleville with the 39th 
Battalion for overseas. He was trans- 
ferred to the 2nd Battalion and retain.

STREET SPRINKLING 

Ald. Woodley referred to the 
sprinkling or flushing of Front strect 
On Saturday morning last no less 
than five horses fell down on account 
of the condition of the street by water- 
ing. He thought it could now be 
watered less. 

Ald. Duckworth contended that too 
much water was placed on the pave- 
ment, and teo much money was spent. 
It was a useless expenditure He no- 
ticed one occasion where it had rain- 
ed during the night and the street 
was flushed the next morning un- 
necessarily. What wes the idea of 
flushing the street on Sunday morn- 
ings? It was injurious to the pave- 
ment and money wasted. 

Ald. Smith—Three, of four times 
flushing a week was not sufficient dur- 
ing the summer months, but it might 
do now 

Ald. Duckworth—Why should: wid- 
ows and others who are not benefitted 
be taxed to help pay for the flushing? 
They receive no, benefits, When ex- 
Mayor Panter and ex-Aldermgn Wall- 
bridge were in Council, they as tax- 
payers on Front street, were willing 
to have the expense charged up to 
Front strect property owners. 

Ald. Deacon—During June, July, 
August and September, it might be 
prudent to flush it every day, but the 
work might be done late at night, It 
costs about $18 or $20 a month for the 
water used, The merchants and Front 
etrect ratepayers pay the larger sum 
of the costs involved. 

Ald. Duckworth—T have no fault to 
find in keeping Front street clean. 
The street has becn flushed in the

morning when it has rained during the 
night. This was unnecessary. 

Ald. Parks—The best thing to do is 
to try and’keep the street clean. Many 
a garbage can is placed on the street 
and is filled to overflowing, and n> 
lid placed on some of the cans. This 
allows ashes and other rubbish to fly 
about the street. This might be reme- 
died. : ‘

Tank Without Stopping. 

Mr. Cecit J. Allen, chief of the civil 
engineers’ department. supplies in the 
Great Eastern Rallway Magazine some 
{oteresting facts on “the pigking up of 
water” by trains at full speed on long 
journeys. Locomotives, he says, ate ex- 
ceeding Uibulous creatures, ‘The en- 
gines of one large British railway alone 
consume some 12,500,000 gallons of wa- 
ter per annum. An express engine un- 
der normal conditions of running will 
consume from thirty to thirty-five gal- 
tons of water for every mile covered, 
taking m general average. On such & 
Journey as.tuat made by the “Cornish 
the 


Riviera Limited xpress," of 


1 Great Western railway, from London 


to Plymouth, 2%}, miles—the longest 
daily nonstop run in the world—some 
four tons of coal are consumed against 
an average of no less than forty tong 
of water. ‘ . 

The troughs, Mr. Allen. explains, 
uave usually a length of just over @ 
quarter of a mile und are laid per- 
fectly level In the center of the “four 
foot.” Water is taken from them by 
means of a movable shorel shaped 
“scoop” under the tender, which Is 
lowered Into the trouzh as the ttain 
passes over it at full speed. ‘The sharp 
edge of this scoop cuts off, as it were, 
the “top layer” of the water, which ts 
forced up Into a large vertical pipe.and 
delivered through @ mushroom head or 
an elbow at the top of the tender Into 
the water tank. As_soon as the water 
gauge onthe tender indicates that the 
tank 1s full the scoop ts ralsed again.

iiThe _ serious | charges brought 
against the Scott Goverument in re- 
centsyears have had to do with al- 
leged manipulation of the fran- 
chise, it will'be recalled, was wid- 
ened, by provincial legislation’. for 
the’ purpose of. securing the votes 
of foteign. settlers. It was in this 
connettfon ‘that the charge’ was’ 
made that a British subject had no 
Status as such in Saskatchewan, as 
that portion of the battle which the’ 
‘ Voter Had to take, that, he was a 
British subject, was removed: from 
the affidavit. 

Recent investigations in’ regard 
fo ‘misconduct in the highways 
branch of the Provincial Govern- 
ment, and in regard to the alleged 
deal between the Government and 
the: liquor interests have told the 
story of the later troubles with 
which the Scott Government has 

‘ been” confronted. The investiga- 
tion.which was granted by the Gov- 
ernment at the last session of the 
Legislature, on the demand of a 
Conseryative, following the inaug- 
urafion of Government contro! of 
the liquor traffic, was much narrow- 
er than that which the Opposition 
had\asked for.

TRINIDAD'S PUZZLE 


.| Mystery of the Island’s Curious 
Lake of Pitch. 


HOLES FILL UP OVERNIGHT. 





And Great Trenches More Than Three 
Feet Deep Will Be Obliterated In a 
Week—The Great Mass Ie Solid, Yet 
tn Constant but Slow Motion. : 


Though disappointing at frst sight to 
Deople who have the crater of an ac- 
tive volcano in mind, yet the famous 
“pitch lake” of Trinidad is remarkable 
enough to satisfy most thoroughly long 
ere the visit bas come to an end. 

The lake is a level plain about a hun- 
red acres or so in extent, surrounded 
by low hills and dotted bere and there 
With bushes and trees. The surface is 
not a shimmering black, as might be 
supposed, but a dull, grayish blue col. 
or, intersected with pools of shining 
Water. Altogether it is a very prosaic 
looking place, giving no bint of its rea} 
interest, 

One can walk where one Pleases on 
the surface of the aspbalt without any 

| fear of sinking in, for it is quite solid 
enough to bear ouve's weight. If you 
stand in one place fur a little while it 
feels hot to the feet, just like an as- 
phalted street on a very hot day. 

Much of the time a fresh breeze 
Diows, and one remembers with amuse. 
ment the stories of the .imaginative 
writers who talked about stifling heat 
and oppressire atmosphere. 

The digging of tho asphalt ts a s' 
Ple operation. A Jnattock is the only 
tool required, and under {ts blows the 
pitch breaks readily. The negroes em- 
ployed aré very skilled in the work 
and break out Jumps a couple of feet 
across, far too beavy for an ornlinary 
man to carry. 

Only a very small amount of the ma- 
terial gets Uroken into little pleces, so. 
that ‘scarcely any baskets are needed 
to carry the asphalt to the cars. & 
Jaborer simply “lifts one or two lumps, 
puts them on bis head, walks a few 
yards and drops them Into the car. 

The crude asphalt. as broken o6t, is 
Somewhat brownish or eartby in color. 
Tt is usually. quite wet and filled with 
many holes, like bubbles, measuring up 
to an Inch or more in diameter. 

The gang of barefooted workmen in 
one place may number thirty men, of 
whom halt a dozen do the digging. 
They work on a space perhaps sixty 
feet long and forty feet wide, and in 
the course of a day they will dig down 
to a depth of three feet, or more tn 
some places. 

Go to that same spot next morning, 
and you will Gnd it a little rough, but 
Spproximatels Jevel with the rest of 
the lake. The hole has been mysterl- 
ously filled up during the night, and in 
the course of a weck all traces of the 
digging will be obliterated, 

This does not mean necessarily that 
fresh asphalt has come into the lake 
from underground sources. On the con- 
trary, the excavations are filled by a 
Very slow settling or leveling of the 
surface ‘asphalt. There {s po such 
thing as “new” asphalt, by the way, 
for the transition from lquid petro- 
Jeum to solld asphalt by pature'’s prow 
ess involves a period of fimo that must 
be calculated in centuries. 

The digging done In past years bas 
caused the general level of the lake to 
sink several fect, so that it 1s not abso- 
lutely inexhaustible, as some people Im- 
agine. It ts belleved that fresh asphalt 
very slowly hes itself upward into 
the Jake from“ihe subterranean depths, 
but how large a quantity Is thus added 
annually has not been calculated. 

Near the middle of tbe Jake the ma- 
terial {s tess hard than elsewhere, and 
in a few places soft asphale may be 
seen In swall, irregular patches oozing 
up from below. This fresh’ asphalt is 
of about the consistency of putty and 
can be kneaded and pulled ip the hands’ 
Witbout solling them greatly. In the 
Main, however, the Jake’ is solid as- 
phalt. 

No one knows the depths of this mys. 
terjous Jake, the only information on 
the subject being the fact that long 
“g0 a boring was made to a depth of 
135 feet without reaching the bottom. 
The “cores” of thls and other borings

Presbyterians In 
Organization of 
Anti-Disunionists 


Opponents of Union Pledge Them- 
selves to Maintain Presbyterian 
Church 


—— 


TORONTO, Oct. 90.—&pecis!]—Hav- 
ing by resolution declared ‘‘our pre- 
éent duty is to maintain and continue 
the Presyterian Church in Canada,” 
the members of that denomination 
who have been in conference for the 
past three days at St. Andrew's 
Church, King and Simcoe Streets, 
yesterday solemnly pledged them- 
selves to perform that duty. By a 
standing vote they affirmed their in- 
tention to fight together against the 
proposal to join in organic union. the 
Presbyterian, Methodist and Congre- 
gational Churches of the Dominion, 
and before they dispersed to their 
widely-separated homes affixed their 
signatures to a formal  statement-f 
their position. This statement or 
‘solemn league and covenant,” as jt 
was called, will be circulated among 
the members of the Presbyterian 
Church throughout Canada, Having 
thue taken their stand, the members 
of the convocation pr.ceeded to or- 
ganizs for the struggle that is before 
them. They formed themselves into 
“The Presbyterian Church Axsocfa- 
tion, for the Continuance of the Pret- 
byterian Church in Canada,”’ which is 
to be composed of a central body with 
8 subsidiary association in each of the 
nine provinces of the Dominion. They 
elected officers, provided a plan for 
financing the operations of the new or- 
ganization, and took steps to secure 
subscriptions for the stock of the 
weekly paper which is to be establish. 
ed as the organ of those who are op 
posed to the merving of the Presbyter- 
ian Church in the proposed United 
Church of Canada. In the evening at 
a public meeting they installed the 
president of the Presbyterian Church 
Association, Rev. Principal Fraser, of 
the Montreal Theological College, in 
the chair. That gentleman proclaim- 
ed that he and his fellows in the fight 
about to be waged were to be consid- 
ered not “‘anti-unionists," but ‘‘anti- 
disunionists.”

French Citizens 


PARIS, Oct. 19.—Th> remoulding of 
French political methoas after the 
war, resulting in # concentration of 
government, is predicted by Premier 
Briand, according to a conversation 
the Premier has had with friends, 
which is recapitulated in The Figaro; 
by Alfred Capus, the dramatist and 
member of the French Academy, M. 
Capus quotes the Premier as ssying: 

“I do not pretend to do more than 
sketch the miin ire. As the re- 
sult of lessons which it canndél escape 
I believe our country will resume in- 
stinctively the notion of direct coun- 
sek.and authority, ‘There will be this 

difference, that, while under past re- 
gimes this authority was imposed up- 
on it historically and by custom, to- 
day it is iReeanty itself which de 
mands it frogn its elected representa- 
tives, as well as a mpre firm and con- 
centrated direction of its business. 

“You finde rstand I am not speaking 
for ayelt I 1 am thinking of the next 
froup of politicians who will be in 

power. “They are bound to come on 
the scene with a fresh outlook, and, 
unless bound by opinions and doc- 
rine, will submit themselves more 
easily to experiment. Our present po- 

litical methode are not at all damaged 
by the war. They simply require to 
be revised, remoulded and readapted. 

I am convinced, for example, that the 
spirit born ‘of the war is about to 
clash with the spirit of psrochialism, 
and’ that it will break it. There will 
be’ substituted the notion of public 
welfare, which has been lost in what 
one might call the pulverization of ef- 
forts, What. will be wanted will be 
the concentration of efforte in the gen- 
eral interest. 

In my opinion the need éf to-mor- 
row is to concentrate instead of dis- 
perse, antl you cannot imagine with 
what good-will universal suffrage will 
accept these principles. I believe it 
is ready tp do so now. ‘The war has 
put it in a state of receptivity, and it 
remains only to speak to it clearly 
and frankly and to awaken it to a 
realization of its own condition,”

Orchids Are Not Parasites, and It Ie 
Difficult to Raise Them. 

Aristocrats of the dower kingdom— 
and probably the least understood. 
You bear them called parasites, which 
Is only one of, the common mistakes 
made about the orchid. You see a 
hundred different ‘ahapea and a dozen 
different colors grouped together, each 
shape perhaps a distinct family and 
cach with « separate name. 

In the first place, orchids are not 
parasites, A parasitical plant Is one 
which geta nourlsiment from another 
Plant. Certain orchids lve on trees, 
but they get thelr food and drink from 
the alr by means of serial roots. We 
call them epiphytes. Other orchids 
Get thelr nonrishment dircetly from 
the ground. They're called terrestrial 
orchids, . 

People don't understand, elther, 
why orchids cost so munch. They fall 
fo see why a tly plant ix sed for, 
bay, $1,000, If they realized that rare 
orchids may hare, cost a long trip 
into a tropical Jungle to obtain and 
that It takes from eight to ten, years 
to ralse un plant from the seed, with 
patient care and treatment, they could 
see why these flowers remain in the 
aristocratic class.

Such was the verdict rendered last 
night by the Coroner’s Jury empanel- 
led to find out, how, when, where and 
by what means Joseph Montgomery 
came to his death. Dr. Yeomans, cor- 
ner, presided over the investigation, 
and Mr. Wm. Carnew, County At- 
torney, examined the witnessed. 


It will be remembered the deceased 
cut his throat while in the lockup at 
Madoc some time Friday night or Sat- 
urday, morning the 13th or 14th inst., 
and was brought to Bellevillo hospital 
where he died on Sunday 15th inst. 

Police Officer Harman testified as 
to summoning the jurors, all of whom 
were qualified to act. 

Mr. R. R. Casement testified he was 
a Justice of the Peace at Madoc. Tho 
deceased, Joseph Montgomery, was 
placed under arrest on Saturday, Oc- 
tober 7th. He was arranged before 
the witness on the 9th, and the ac- 
cused waa remanded for a week. An 
inquest was held over tho remains of 
Walter Montgomery. The doceased, 
Joseph Montgomery, wan kept at Ma- 
doc at the request: of Provincial In- 
spector Reburn. Personally he knew 
nothing of how Joseph Montgomery 
came to his death'only by hearsay. The 
deceased Joseph Montgomery,’ re- 
quested to be allowed to remain in 

the Madoc jail. This request was 
made on the 13th of Ooctober, and he 
signed a paper to that effect. 

Obarles St. Charles, testified that 
he was a County Constable residing 
at Madoc. ‘He had chargo of the de- 
ceased Joseph Montgomery. A war- 
rant was issued for his arrest on Oc- 
tober 7th. He was locked up at Ma- 
doc, ‘and every attention wax given 
him. He was-made as comfortably as 
he could be made. Deceased asked to 
be left in the jail at Madoc, and wit- 
ness allowed’ him to stay after con- 
sulting the proper authorities. Wit- 
ness placed Montgomery in the lock- 
up on the evening of the 12th inst., 
after the coroner’s inquest. Mont- 
gomery appeared to be all right. On 
Saturday morning, 14th inst., about 
7.20, witness found the deceased in 
the cell with his throat cut. Witness 
went out for help, and Mr. Johnson 
and another man. Witness had no 
suspicion that deceased would com- 
mit the act he did. Witness produced 
a small pen knife with which Mont- 
gomers! committed the act. How he 
obtained the knife witness was unable 
to tell. Deceased was thoroughly 
searched when placed in the lockup. 
Witness bad known Joseph Montgom- 
ery for years, and he was rather of a 
nervous disposition. 

To a juryman.—No guard was 
placed over Montgomery on Friday 
night. On tho way to the city, Mont- 

omery made no stajgment whatever.

Cats as Bird . 
-Destroyers 


In an address on the protection of 
bird life, delivered recently before the 
Commission of Conservation, attention 
was directed to the fact that the do- 
mestic cat ix one of the most destruc- 
tive enemies of wild birds. This con- 
tention is supported by the following 
quotation from a report by the Magsa- 
chusetts State Board of Agriculture.

sible form of natural medicine. 

The bone forming materials are to be 
found principally in milk and cheese, 
good bread, oatmeal and Jn onions and 
many green vegetables. They are ab- 
solutely necessary for growing children, 
The ‘result of children not getting 
enough of them is only too often to be 
‘seen in bad teeth and stunted growth.

HEADACHE A SYMPTOM of headaches, All these people need more 

outdoor air and exercise, Golf, bowling or 
tennis, especially. golf, with one-fifth the quantity of fresh meat, potatoes, 
and bread and the difference {n fruit, vegetables and water will do more for 
sick people than all the headache cures in the world. 

(4) Eye strain, due elther to defective eyesight or to trying eye work, 
causes lots of headaches. Headaches of this kind usually come on in the 
evening, (sometimes in the morning) after a trying day. They are usually 
in the forehead or temples. A simple way to test eye strain is for one to 
hang up a test-card In a well-lighted room, stand twenty feet by measure 
away from the card’ and see if you can read the linc marked 20, first with 
each eye separately and then with both eyes, and if the letters are not 
clear-cut, distinct, and separate one’s eyesight is faulty and glasses are 
required. Go to a first-class oculist and get the eyes properly fitted. 

(5) Fatigue headache. Some people get headache from fatigue. These 
headaches deveiop towards the close of the day. The only cure is to avold 
over-exciting oneself, ‘ 

(6) Too light a breakfast. Many people, especially women, eat 
Sothing for breakfast but tea and toast. This {s insufficient to carry one 
along for four or five hours. After the long fast overnight one needs a 
good breakfast. It ought to be one of tho best meals of the day. A good 
type of breakfast is— Oranges or Grapefruit.

I top of the head is coming off, or it may be such as to make a man feel he 
is going insane. The way to prevent adache of this character {s to 
improve the general physical condition by good food, outdoor life, relief 
from excessive nervous strain and worry—especially from worry. ‘ 

(8) Migraine. Boys and girls from eight to fifteen years of ago 
frequently have headaches of a particular character. The subjects of these 
headaches waken in the morning with a heavy loggy feeling. Thero may 
ke a disturbance of the eyes, such as flasikcs of light frst in one eye then 
in the other. These symptoms are succeedcd by headache, nausea, and 
sometimes vomiting. These headaches come on periodically without any 
apparent cause. They are often called sick headaches. They run In 
families. Some women have them well into the prime of life and are in 
bed in a darkened room with them for a day or two every month. This 
form of headache is called migraine, It is often confined to one ride of the 
bead, hence the name hemicrania, The best treatment is to use hot and 
cold applications to the back of the neck and cold to the forehead and top 
of the head. If the face Is pale use hot applications; if flushed use cold. 

The person addicted to migraine should lead a simple outdoor life 
with plenty of exercise and fresh alr. He should cat lightly and simply, 
keep the bowels regular, and avold any excesses. By these means the 
tendency to haedache will probably disappear. 

"None of the remedies proposed, as will be seen, include headache 
medicines, for the reason that all headache medicine which have as their 
basis in one of the coal-tar products are injurious. Some are positively

On 
Jan. 1, 1916, the union bad furnish-

August 3, 1915, to August 10, 1916, 
the branch institutions of the union 
had distributed articles to the valuo 
or 36,000,000 rubles. 

The Automobile Department of the 
Central Committce had purchased 
1,261 automobiles, 261 motorcycles, 
60 motorboats,and plans to spend 
in tho next three months 10,000,090 
rubles on various items. Tho special 
factory maintained by the Sanitary-

this department had expended 7,000 
000 'rubles on medicine. During tho 
whole of 1915 the department dis- 
tributed medicines to the valuo ‘of

months of the présent year, to tho 
amount*of 1,031,000 rubles.

To Record Babc's Identiy. 

There will be no more change- 
lings or Slingsby baby cases if a new 
system of recording a child’s iden- 
Sity is generally adopted. The Onger- 
Print system is now employed by the 
police in all countries, A convid 
whose thumb-print has once been 
taken can always be identified. 

There are obvious diMsulties about 
taking a baby’s finger-print — the 
bands aro atways curling and clutch- 
ing—but its feet present no such ob- 
stacle, What applies to finger- 
prints applies to foot-prints. The 
impression of a baby’s foot once 
taken forms a life record. 

The foot-print ‘system is alread 
employed in one grea foreign ma 
ternity hospital with most satisfac 
tory results, All that {fs neccesary ie 
to covem the solo of the child’s foot 
with printer's ink by means of e 
roller, and then transfer the impres- 
sion to a sheet of paper. The ink 
can be cleaned off the foot with al- 
cohol. Care must be taken not to 
disturb the impressions before they 
aro dry. It is claimed that there will 
then exist for all time a record of tha 
baby's identity which would carry 
weight in any court of law {fn aftor 
years. No matter how much tho fegt 
grow, tho lines will have grown with 
them, and their pattern will not be 
changed,

SYMPATHY WITH THE ALLIES 


Dear Str—1 found everywhere 
went that the sympathy of the people 
is with the Allies. | 

~\ A ship laden with munitions. for the 
‘Mies. went down "the Hudson, and 
‘the ships she passed, manned their 

» yards, and cheered her. The presence 
upon the American Coast of the sub- 
marine which had recently sunk ten 
ziuj-#, caused marine insurance to go 
up five hundred per cent., and a loss 
upon &..ck Exchange by the slump o: 
five hundred millions. There is wide 
epread alarm everywhere across the 
border. Our American friends never 
dreamed that a submarine would 
«ross the ocean, and in affect, cause 
a blockade of their coals.” The Allies 
share tn the alarm; because it means 
a withdrawal of war ships from the 
North Sea in sufficient numbers to 
protect Allied ships, when they are 
making for American parta. Suppos- 
ing German submarines should now 
at any moment, appear at Victoria 
and Vancouver, and she}l those cities, 
What protection could be afforded 
them? 

I saw the two Amcrican destroyers 
which rescued people who had been 
‘upon the boats torpedocd. They are 
under eteam night and day, not 
knowing when their services may be 
required. I saw the Mayor of the 
‘city, reviewing twenty-five hundred 
policemen, clad in khaki, carrying 
rifles and bayonets. The force alse 
had fopr machine guns. in motors 
They certainly formed a fine body éf 
men.

Eyewliness Tells of Successtal Action on Saturday Last—

possession of a line to which the en- 
emy attached. considerable tactical 
importance. ‘Three times the Cana- 
‘dians had attacked this position. Each 
time they had successfully broken ih- 
ta the trenches and had inflicted heavy 
Tosses upon the enemy, but each time 
strong ( hostile counter-attacks had 


- driven them out again. 


‘In the big advance of October 21, 
which carried the British line forward 


Yon a frontage of 5,000 yarde"and to an 


faverage depth of 500 yards, the Can- 
adians, with other troops, advanced to 
the attack of Regina trench. They 
were successful. 

“In' the general assault the task of 
the Canadians was a minor but a very 
important one. ‘Their actual objective 

was only.a length of 600 yards of the 
Regina .trench immediately to the 
north of the .yvillage of Courcelette. 
Bat this formed the right flank of the 
attatky and the Canadian troops were 
obliged not only to secure their proper 
objective, but ‘also to connect the right 
of the captured position with their 
original line in such a’ manner as to 
make a defensive flank to the east. 








For this purpose troops from weat- 
ern Canada and Montreal were em- 
ployed. An’ Ontario battalion Twas 
also to advance in close support. 

During~the night of October 20-21 
the assaulting troops took up their 
position. > < : 

Shortly before noon the caemy. sus- 
pecting perhaps the imminence of an 
attack, began a heary artillery fire 
upon our front lines. Abont noon our 
own guns opened with the full fury of 
their massed batteries. The concen- 
tration was terrific, and the hail of 
heavy shellx and shrapnel descended 
with deadly force and accuracy. 

The infantry advance began. The 
men clambered out. of their trenches, 
and in long lines dashed forward close 
under the barrage, advancing as ra 
pidly as the state of the ground would 
permit. In ten minutes the 500 yards 
of open ground had been crossed and 
Regina trench was ours. 

On the right a tragic incident for 
a moment threatencd the success of 
the assault. Lieut. Scott, son of 
Canon Scott of Quebec, was advancing 
at the head of his men and was dircct- 
ing their progress in accordance with 
the artillery barrage. As the men 
threw themselves down to await the 
momentary lift of the guns Lieut. 
Scott was shot and instantly kiled. 
Then with a fierce, impetuous rush 
which nothing could arrest they dashed 
for the German trench, eager to av- 
engo the death of their gallant young 
officer.

Traffic Manager Hinton of G.T.P. 
Looks For Large Influx of Set-- 
tlers From U.S.A. After War 
MONTREAL, Oct. 26.—“All indica- 
tions show that the volume of imm!- 
gration into Canada from the United 
States at the close of war will be re- 
markably large,’ said Mr. W. P. 
Hinton, Traffic Manager of the Grand

Hon. Bertrand Russell is Having a 


Hard Time io Brituin, 


The path of those who oppose 
conscription in Great Britain just 
now is not one that is strewn with 
roses, as the Hon. Hertrand Russell, 
only brother and heir-presummptive of 
Earl Russell, has lately been finding 
out, Some three months ayo this 
aristocratle pacilist Was fined $500 
and costs, with {he alternative of 
sixty-one days’ imprisonment, in re- 
spect of a leaflet written by him io 
defence of thos who object to serve 
in the British army. He is a prominent 
member of the so-called ©"'No-con- 
scription” Fellowsbip—a body which 
Includes.a2 number of well-known 
“cranks.” Several members of Par-. 
Mament belong to it, including 
Messrs, C. P. Trevelyan, Arthur 
Ponsonby, Philip Snowden, and Ram- 
say Macdonald. Naturally its tenets 
are nof looked on with favor by a 
Government which has its hands full 
{a enforcing conscription. 

Mr. Russell “has written a book 
called —‘“‘Justico in War Time,” in 
which he advocates an early peace 
without any serious weakening to 
any of the great powers involved, 
and the formation for the future of 
a central world government, “able 
and willing to secure obedience by 
force.” In the course of this volume 
he admits that ‘‘no doubt atrocities 
have-occurred on both sides," but i 
seeks to discredit the authenticity 
of some of the cases mentioned iu 
the report of Lord Bryce. Such 
Views are not very acceptable to the 
Government, nor are they very popu- 
lar in circles other than CGovern- 
mental. 

In fact, they are almost making a 
martyr of Mr. Russell, He has been 
stripped of his Cambridge fellowship 
—he had a distinguished university 
earecr. His London dat was recent- 
ly, be avers, visited by Scotland Yard 
oficers and searched from top to bot- 
tom—an indignity which he bitterly 
resents, He bas been appointed to # 
7} professorship at Harvard University, 
but Js not allowed to leave Buglaod 
to enter on his professiofial duties, 
“ho authorities apparently not desir- 
fog that bis peculiar Views both ov 
war and peace should be dissemin- 
ated in.a neutral country by an 
Englishman.

Had 
he not been hit with an explosive 
bullet he would have saved his arm. 

Speaking of the difference at ‘the 
fronts now as compared with the 
early days, the Lieutenant sald that 
now there were in France “woods of 
cannon.” The artillery was a hun- 
dred times better. The aviation de- 
partment was splendid. All aviators’ 
reports were photographs of the Ger- 
man lines taken from the air, and 
developed within ten minutes in the 
General * Staff. Office, and within 
twelve minutes orders to correct fire 
were sent to the gunners by tele- 
phone. Ona recent visit as a spec- 
tator, Lieut. Pechkoff was shown a 
road ten miles\long and'wide enough 
for four motor cars side by side. It 
lead from the base to the third-line 
trenches, and had been bullt in one 
day. Sixteen thousand.men had been 
put on, and each did a metre, or a 
yard, “‘and so it was done.” 

He closed his address by a de-

SUMMER “IFS.” 


Interesting Ways to Beat Nuisances 
: - of the Season. 

1f there is a bole In a rabber hot 
water bag. a hole which cannot be 
mended, fill the bag: with salt or sand 
heated in the oren. The result will be 
as satisfactory as if the bag were Allgs 
with water. 

If you would have your summer sup- 
ply of white silk stockings remain 
white, always see to it that they are 
dried in the shade and washed in luke- 
warm water, as heat turns them yel- 
low. 

If small ants, which sometimes get 
tanto houses, prove a pest with you, 
place a sponge soaked in water fn 
which sugar is dissolved In the path 
of the ants. They will swarm into the 
sponge, which can then be plunged into 
hot water. - 

If you are leating tbe house closed 
for a ‘abort time, rub the smoothing 
trons with lard to keep them from rmst- 
ing. On your return dip them in hot 
water, dry them thoroughly and then 
heat them. 

If you wish to make a satisfactury 
polish for hardwood floors, share an 
ounce of beeswax into a quart of tur 
pestine. Rub this well on the floor 
with a Oannel cloth and then rub tu o 
polish with a dry cloth.
